Slock market conditions were put to a seere test
again In today's trailing when the market was called on to stand nut only
the unfavorable disclosures In regard to the copper metal truile made at
the conclusion of the copper ronfcreiice In Washington jestenluy, but alo
to stand the effect of the abrupt cut of Jhe American Smelting dividend,
uliluh was reduced late In the forenoon, when the directors declared a
quarterly dividend of 1 per cent, putting tho stock on a 4 per cent basis,
compared with 6 per cent, tho previously established rate.

Amorican Smelting had been heavy from the start, and when this
news was published pressure against the stock lncreahcd, carrying Its
price down to 64 late in the afternoon, a loss of more than 6 points for
the day.

Other copper stocks jlelded about 1 point, but tho trading In those
issues was small and confined nlmost wholly to tho speculative element on
the floor.

The rest of the list showed n remarkably Ilrm tone during the greater
part of the day, with many stocks advancing, whllo the copper stocks de-

clined.
In the lato trading the traction group demanded most attention, the

bonds and stocks of lirookilyn Hapld Transit and Intcrborough moving
up about 1 point and causing Increased confidence in the prospect for
higher fares.

The steel issues were strong at times, but met a supply of stock at
moderate advances and ended the day without much net chance.

A feature of the trading wus the disappearance of speculative interest
in the motor group.
